King Hussein returns 
from four-day Gulf tour 


AMMAN, (JNA). — His Majesty King Hussein returned 
home Tuesday afternoon after a four-day Gulf tour 
in which he conferred with Saudi, Kuwaiti, Ba hr a ini 
and Omani leaders on bilateral relations and current 
Arab issues. 

The King, who flew in from Oman after holding extensive talks 
with Omani Sultan Qabus Ibn Sa’id, was received at Amman Air¬ 
port by His Royal Highness Crown Prince Hassan and His Royal 
Highness Prince Mohammad, His Majesty’s personal representative. 
Als o present at the airport were their Highnesses Prince Abdullah 
and Faisal in addition to the Speaker of the Upper House of Parlia¬ 
ment Mr. Bahjat Talhouni, Sharif Nasser Ibn Jamil, Prince Raa’d the 
Chief Chamberlain, the Chief Justice, Cabinet members and other 
high ranking officials. 

Returning with His Majesty the King were Prune Minister 
Mudar Badran; Chief of the Royal Court Sharif Abdul Hamid Sharaf; 
and Minister of Court Mr. Amer Khammash. 

Commenting on the King's tour, the Prime Minister said that 
consultations between Arab brothers for the common good is a 
fixed Jordanian policy. 

“The meetings of His Majesty the King with Arab leaders in 
the countries visited has brought complete understanding and suc¬ 
cess,” Mr. Badran added. 

The Prime Minister added that the talks had also strengthened 
the already solid bilateral relations and cooperation between Jordan 
and the countries visited. 


Uneasy peace reigns in 
Soweto; clashes reported 
in other towns 


JOHANNESBURG. Aug. 10 (Agen¬ 
cies). — A semblance of peace re¬ 
turned to Johannesburg’s black 
townships of Soweto and Alexan¬ 
dra today after several days of 
rioting, but sporadic outbursts of 
violence were reported in other 
parts of South Africa. 

Two schools in the Mamelodi 
and Mabopane townships on 
Pretoria’s outskirts were set on 
fire during the night and classro¬ 
oms and books were damaged. 

At Garankuwa, the Bophuthats- 
wana homeland city, 13 miles (20 
km) north of Pretoria, an estimat¬ 
ed 1,000 students marched on a 
high school and stoned the build¬ 
ing. Police said they made 15 ar¬ 
rests. 

A beer hall was set on fire and 
a school stoned early today at We- 
stonaria, 25 miles (40 kms) east 
of Johannesburg, and police used 
tear gas to disperse crowds. 

At Soweto and Alexandra, ho¬ 
wever, scenes of the most violence 
since trouble again erupted after 
mass demonstrations last Wednes¬

Buses which had been running 
only to Soweto’s outskirts were 
allowed to enter the township un¬ 
der heavy police escort. 

Firms in Johannesburg reported 
much less absenteeism today. For 
several days, Soweto students, 
having failed in an attempt to ma¬ 
rch into the centre of Johannes¬ 
burg. had tried to kc?p the town¬ 
ship’s 150,000 black commuters 
from leaving for work there. 

Students had demonstrated aga¬ 
inst the continued detention with¬ 
out trial of blacks arrested last 
June when 176 persons died in the 
townships. 

After the almost complete boy¬ 
cott of schools yesterday, attend¬ 
ance today was reported to be be¬ 
tween 30 and 60 per cent. 

Dr. Connie Mulder, minister for 
the interior and information, told 
a political meeting last night that 
he thought black unrest would co¬ 
ntinue until Aug. 31 when the Un¬ 
ited Nations Security Council is 
due to discuss South African-con¬ 
trolled South West Africa (Nami¬ 
bia!). 

In another development. Prime 
Minister John Vorster blamed So¬ 
uth Africa’s enemies for the con¬ 
tinued rioting. But he also said in 
a magazine interview : “If there 
are grievances, the door is open 
to hear those grievances but the 
government will certainly not be 
railroaded into panic action.”

JERUSALEM, Aug. 10, (R). — 
A curfew was imposed today 
on the village of Anabta, in the 
occupied West Bank, where 
Arab residents tried to block a 
main road in protest against an 
Israeli-imposed value-added tax 
(VAT) on goods and services 

Scores of villagers carrying 
placards calling for cancellation 
of the tax tried to set up a road 
block of stones on the Nablus- 
Tulkarm road which runs thro¬ 
ugh the village. 

Israeli forces made a number 
of arrests. 

The protest against VAT en¬ 
tered its 10th day today as 
shops in the northern sector of 
the West Bank remained clos¬ 
ed. Only bakeries and green¬ 
grocers opened for a few hours. 

The Israeli military authori¬ 
ties meanwhile announced that 
a soldier will go on trial later 
this month charged with caus¬ 
ing the death of an Arab girl 
-last May in the town of Nablus. 

The victim, Lena Nabulsi, da¬ 
ughter of a prominent West 
Bank family, was shot and kil¬ 
led during anti-Israeli demons¬ 
trations. 

The trial of an Israeli officer, 
charged with ordering his men 
to manhandle a group of Arabs 
earlier this year, is continuing 
behind closed doors, the autho¬ 
rities said. 

The Arabs were attacked by 
an Israeli patrol and one died.

Discovery reported of 
Inca final capital 


LIMA, Aug. 10 (AFP). — The last tragic capital of the doomed 
Inca empire, Vilcabamba, was discovered by a special expedi¬ 
tion in the Peruvian jungle last July 22, historian Edmundo 
Guillen announced here last week. 


Vilcabamba had been covered over by dense vegetation 
since Spanish conquistadores overran it in June of 1572* 


Inca emperor Mango Inca Yupanqui, after losing Cuzco 
and Lima, had withdrawn to Vilcabamba in 1539 to cany on 
the struggle for reconquest of his empire from the Spanish 
invaders. 


When he was assassinated, his successor, Thopa Amaro 
Inca, the last Inca emperor, continued to resist the conquista- 
dores until the final defeat in 1572, when he was decapitated 
in Cuzco, the historian said. 


Mr. Guillen, who led the expedition, said it was guided 
by mostly unpublished accounts of the last battle written by 
Spanish soldiers. 


The expedition found the ruins of Vilcabamba, consisting 
of some 400 houses as well as palaces and temples spread over 
an area some five kilometres long and about half as wide, after 
12 days of cutting its way through the dense rainforest from 
Cuzco.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10 (R). — Re¬ 
sidents of Nefr York area today 
began repairing the havoc left by 
Hurricane Belle, which spent its 
fury on the populous suburbs of 
Long Island and southern Connec¬ 
ticut early today before diminish¬ 
ing to a tropical storm. 

A 19-year-old girl was crushed 
to death by a failing tree in the 
town of Wading River, New York 
after the season's first hurricane 
roared across Long Island with 
gusts of 90 miles (144 kilometres) 
an hour. 

The storm flooded brooks and 
roads and brought down hundreds 
of trees and power lines. Thou¬ 
sands of people in Connecticut 
were without power hours after 
the storm had passed. Officials 
said it might be days before all 
the power lines were restored. 

After sweeping across the New 
York area, the force of Hurricane 
Belle dropped to that of a tropi¬ 
cal storm which moved north over 
Massachusetts. 


The morning rush hour was mo¬ 
re chaotic than usual, with roads 
blocked by trees and cut power 
lines. The long Island railroad, 
which carries thousands of com¬ 
muters into Manhattan every mo¬ 
rning reported delays averaging 
15 minutes. 

Tens of thousands of commut¬ 
ers from the affected areas faced 
delays of two hours or more. 

By mid-morning, the storm was 
near Springfield. Massachusetts, 
with 50 mile (80 kilometres) winds 
at its centre. A hurricane has sus¬ 
tained winds of 75 miles (121 ki¬ 
lometres) per hour. 

Gale warnings continued along 
the New England coast, including 
the Cape Cod resort area. 

In New York at dawn, there 
were winds of only 17 miles (27 
kilometres;) per hour and the stre¬ 
ets were swept clean by the hur¬ 
ricane. The typical haze and smells 
of Manhattan were replaced by air 
as sweet as the country side in 
spring.

The alert came a.*, ilic capiial 
had begun to relax two weeks af¬ 
ter the devastating earthquake in 
the Tang Shan area had sent its 
seven million people scurrying 
from their homes.

An official spokesman said : “It 
is possible that a fairly strong ear¬ 
thquake may occur in the coming 
days... stay on the alert and take 
measures to assure vour safety." 

The warning, though milder 
than others last week, dashed pro¬ 
spects of an early return to nor¬ 
mal life. But the capital appeared 
relaxed. The vast majority are still 
living on the pavements but some 
are being allowed to return home 
to sleep. 

The flimsy shelters have beco¬ 
me well organised. Water stand 
pipes have been laid, mobile shops 
tour the tents and medical teams 
known as “barefoot doctors" are 
on 24-hour duty. 

Posters warning of the danger 
of disease have multiplied but fo¬ 
reigners have seen no sign of epi¬ 
demics. 

Shops are open and most facto¬ 
ries appear to be back in produc¬ 
tion. 

The spokesman reported that six 
tremors above force five on the 
Richter scale had shaken Tang 
Shan region, 100 miles (160 km) 
east of here, in the 24 hours up 
to 1600 local (08,00 GMT) yester¬ 
day. 

The biggest measured 6.2 — far 
smaller than the July 28 earth¬ 
quake, believed to have killed or 
wounded tens of thousands. 

Nimeiry 
relinquishes 
defence post 

KHARTOUM, Aug. JO, (Agenciesj. 
— Sudanese President Jaafar Ni¬ 
meiry last night announced that 
he was relinquishing the ministry 
of defence and other senior posts 
he had previously held. 

President Nimeiry appointed 
Lieutenant-General Bashir Moha- 
med Ali as Defence Minister and 
Commander in Chief of the Suda¬ 
nese army, both posts held by hi¬ 
mself up to now. 

The post of Secretary-General of 
the ruling Sudanese Socialist 
Union, also held by the president, 
went to Major Abdul-Qasim Moha- 
med Ibrahim. 

The premiership, which up to 
now has been vacant, went to Al 
Rasheed Al Tahir Bakr. who also 
becomes vice-president of the re¬ 
public. 

In a television address. General 
Nimeiry said he would make ra¬ 
dical changes in all political and 
executive posts early next year af¬ 
ter a meeting of the National Con¬ 
gress in January. 

Gen. Nimeiry also announced 
that former Prime Minister Al Sa- 
adik Al Mahdi and other leaders 
of the dissolved rightist Al Umma 
Party and its allied parties woiA^ 
be tried in absentia for the July 
2 attack against the Sudanese go¬ 
vernment. 

In a nationally broadcast radio 
and television speech. President 
Nimeiry said that Mr. Al Mahdi 
and the others were tools of Li¬ 
byan Leader, Muammar Qadhafi.

The Chinese people's fears of a 
new earthquake following the de¬ 
vastating tremor r»n July 28 are 
strengthened by a traditional be¬ 
lief indicating that a new quake 
could take place tomorrow or 
Thursday. 

According to tradition, an event 
occurring on the first day of the 


Lunar month may recur on the 
15th day of the same Lunar mon¬ 
th. And July 28 was the beginning 
of a Lunar month. 

Several Chinese working for fo¬ 
reigners have expressed fear in the 
last few days as the fatal period 
approaches. Some of them carry 
a Lunar calendar. 

Many Chinese families who had 
returned to spend the night in 
their apartments on the ground 
floor and the floor above over the 
last three days moved back to 
their tents yesterday. 


Jordan, West Germany 
sign agricultural accord 


AMMAN. — Jordan and West Ge¬ 
rmany Tuesday exchanged tech¬ 
nical eouperation memoranda co¬ 
ncluded between them to improve 
and develop Jordan's agricultural 
production. 

Under the memoranda, the We¬ 
st German government is tu pr„- 
vide Jordan at West Germany’s 
expense, with 825 tonnes of che¬ 
mical fertilisers spraying instru¬ 
ments and a number of other agri¬ 
cultural machinery.

ROME, Aug. 10, (Agencies). — A 
political independent elected to 
the City Council in June on a 
Communist Party ticket became 
mayor of Rome yesterday. The 
Christian Democratic Party lost 
control of the city government for 
the first time since World War II.

Noted art historian Giulio Carlo 
Argan, 67, won 39 votes in the 
Rome City Council to become the 
new mayor. 

Thirty votes came from the 
Communists in the City Council, 
six votes from the Socialists and 
three from the Social Democratic 
Party. 

Christian Democrat and Repu¬ 
blican councillors abstained in the 
vote. 

In a speech of thanks, Professor 
Argan described Rome as a model 
for the ideal state capital and an 
example of "the modern system 
of distributing and managing po¬ 
litical power." 


But he warned that the crisis 
faced by the city threatened to 
endanger the ancient belief in its 
indestructibility which gave rise 
to its name of the “eternal city.” 

The Vatican has not yet official¬ 
ly commented on the new city ad¬ 
ministration, elected last June wh- 
"en the Communists overtook the 
Christian Democrats as Rome’s 
most popular political party. 

The Vatican waged a vigorous 
campaign before the elections to 
persuade the city’s voters not to 
elect a Communist-dominated ad¬ 
ministration. 

The Pope’s Vicar-General in Ro¬ 
me, Cardinal Ugo Poletti, warned 
that a vote for the Communists 
would turn the capital into "a 
city without God.” 

Professor Argan pledged that 
his administration would fight to 
eradicate Rome's severe housing 
shortage, reduce its chronic indeb¬ 
tedness and improve school facili¬ 
ties.
